BLOOD AT THE CAPITOL 


Ex-Congressman W. P. Taulbee Shot and 
Dangerously Wounded at the Portal of 
the National Capitol by Charles E. Kin- 
caid, Washington Correspondent of the 
Louisville (Ky.) Times—An Insult Sharp- 
ly Resented. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A sensation- 
al shooting affair occurred at the Capi- 
tol to-day, in which the principals were 
an ex-Congressman and a well-known 
newspaper man. Both are Kentuck- 
ians. W. P. Taulbee, who represented 
a Kentucky district in the House 
during the Forty-ninth and Fifti- 
eth Congresses, was the vic- 
tim, and Charles E. Kincaid, 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Louisville Times, did the shooting. The 
House was engaged in its deliberations 
when Kincaid’s pistol-shot reverberated 
through the eorridors of the Capitol. 
The hour was about twenty minutes be- 
fore two o’clock. A minute later the 
House was almost empty and a great 
crowd of excited employes and others 
was hurrying through the corridors 
toward the scene of the shooting. T'aul- 
bee was shot while coming down one of 
the stairways that leads to the base- 
ment wing of the Capitol. He was ac- 
companied by Ex-Doorkeeper S. M. 
Donaldson. Kincaid came down the 
steps behind the pair, and in a hur- 
ried manner touched Taulbee on 
the shoulder. The ' ex-Congvress- 
man wheeled sharply around, and 
Kincaid, raising his weapon, one 
of small caliber, pulled the trigger. 
Taulbee fell back against the wall, the 
blood streaming from a wound directly 
below the left eye. Taulbee did not ap- 
pear to be badly injured. He walkedin 
an uncertain manner down the steps, 
and then was assisted to a little cubby- 
hole called the janitor’s office. A 
great pool of blood marked tne 
spot in the threshold of the doorway 
to this room where Taulbee had halted 
fora moment. The room was too small 
to allow proper attention to be adminis- 
tered to him, amd he was taken to the 
room of the committee on public build- 
ings and grounds, just around the corner 
of the corridor, where medical at- 
tention was given by Representativo 
Yoder, of Ohio, who is a physician, and 
Dr. Clarence Adams, of this city. Kin- 
caid meanwhile had not endeavored to 
getaway. He leaned against the wall 
of the stair-case utterly weakened, and 
later walked quietly away with the 
Capitol policeman who arrested him. 
‘I’m the man that did it,” he said to 
the policeman, in an aimless manner. 
He was taken to the Capitol guard-room, 
and later te a police station. 

A United Press reporter spoke to Kin- 
caid as he was being led from the 
guard room to the cab that conveyed 
him to the station. He seemed utterly 
helpless and in answer to an inquiry if 
he had any thing to say, replied: ‘Not 
now; I’m too weak. I’ve just been 
through an attack of typhoid.” Here 
he halted and cried: ‘Catch me! I feel 
faint.” He acted like a man who had 
lost control of his nerves. 

Taulbee was taken to his boarding- 
house on Capitol Hill about half an 
hour after the shooting. Dr. Adams 
said that he could not tell how serious 
the wound was, but he thought that 
Taulbee would recover. The trouble 
grew out of the publication in the 
Louisville Times of a scandalous story 
about Taulbee which resulted, it 
is said, in the separation of 
Mr. and Mrs. ‘Taulbee. Since the 
publication of that story, a year ago, 
Kincaid and Taulbee had not met until 
a short time after noon to-day, when 
Taulbee accosted Kincaid near the east 
lobby door of the house, called him a 
liar and pulled his ear. Kincaid, who 





‘is just recovering from an attack of 


typhoid fever, told Taulbee that he 
was unable to cope with him 
physically and that he was unarmed. 
Taulbee then went away. Later Kin- 
caid armed himself and hunted Taul- 


bee up. 

Later a reporter of the United Press 
saw Kincaid in his cell and had a brief 
conversation with him. - Kincaid said 
that Taulbee had been hounding him for 
a long time and threatening his life. 
He had been told by a great many news- 
paper correspondents that Taulbee had 
said that he was “not fit to live;” that 
he was a coward, and that he would 
better keep an eye on him (Taulbee). 
“When he came upto me this morn- 
ing,” said Kincaid, ‘the insulted me and 
said that I was a coward, and that I 
would not resent his insults. I told 
him to leave me alone or he would find 
out what I would do. Later he insulted 
me again, and I shot him.” 





Removed to the Hospital. 

WAsniIncton, Feb 28.—Ex - Repre- 
sentative Taulbee has been carried 
from his rooms to the hospital and an 
examination made. The physicians 
state that they are unable to say whether 
or not the wound will prove fatal, as 
it has not yet been ascertained if the 
bullet touched the spinal column. The 
symptoms of the patient, however, at 
this time are favorable.

HAWES HANGED. 





He Persists in the Story That He Paid John 
Wyley and Fannie Bryant Money to Put 
His Wife and Children Out of the World. 
The Confession Disbelieved. 
BIRMINGHAM, ALA., Feb. 28.—At 12:58 

o’clock to-day Dick Hawes, the mur- 

derer of his wife and two little girls, 
died on the scaffold. 

The last actin the most sensational 
and startling crime in the history, per- 
haps, of the civilized world has been 
played, and the curtain has been rung 
down on the dead body of a criminal 
whose name will, in years to come, 
cause people to sudder with horror. 

DICK HAWES DIED GAME, 

Thoser who expected him to break 
down on the scaffold were disappointed. 
He died as stoically as he had lived 
since the commission of‘his crime. His 
neck was broken by the fall, and in 
seven and a half minutes he was dead. 
In fourteen minutes the body was cut 
down and removed to a room in the jail 
building. 

The forenoon was spent by the con- 
demned man in prayer, two ministers re- 
maining with him until the end. At 
12:47 the condemned man was brought 
around to the gallows, Sheriff Smith 
holding one arm and Deputy Love the 
other. He walked with a firm step, 
though his face was pale. Hawes was 
dressed in a black suit and wore on the 
lappel of his coat a very pretty bouquet. 
The knot in the rope had been tied and 
it was ready for use. Dr. Purcer and 
Dr. Slaughter, his spiritual advisers, 
walked just behind the prisoners. 
Hawes walked firmly up the steps to the 
trap.

‘Have you gotanything to say, Dick?” 
asked Sheriff Smith. 

Hawes stepped to the front of the 
scaffold and looked at the crowed for a 
moment. He was perfectly cool, not a 
tremor of his frame could be detected 
beyond a slight twitching of his fingers. 

He said: ‘I only want to say that I 
have written out a fullstatement of this 
whole thing, and it’s a true one. I don’t 
want any man in the world to think I 
died with a lie on my lips. That is all 
I have to say.” 

Several voices in the crowd said 
“Good-bye, Dick,” and to all he an- 
swered “Good-bye,” and then added: 
‘Boys, let liquor alone.” 

When the noose was adjusted he looked 
jown at Mr. Cann, of the Age-Herald, 
who was sitting in front of him, and 
said: “Cann, don’t misrepresent me 
me when I am dead.” 

Everything was ready then, and Sheriff 
Smith stood with the black cap in his 

and. 

‘‘Ask him if there is anything else he 
wants to say,” said Deputy Tom Smith, 
and the Sheriff asked the question. 

“Nothing,” Dick answered, and then 
added: ‘‘Let me stand herea minute.” 

He stood still for a moment, then the 
black cap was adjusted. Sheriff Smith 
and Deputy Love bede him good-bye 
and left the scaffold. 

Sheriff Smith went around to the jail 
window through which the trigger rope 
was placed, and in a firm voice counted 
“One, two, three.” There was the usual 
dull thud and and Dick Hawes hung in 
mid-air. The drop fell at 12:58 o'clock. 
His neck was broken, and he was pro- 
nounced dead in 744 minutes. 

THE WRITTEN CONFESSION 

is not the sensational story expected. 
Yesterday Hawes changed his mind 
about the manner of making it public. 
It wasin the hands of one of his at- 
torneys, to be made public to-day, but 
he decided to have a book = the 
proceeds to be given to his boy. 

The confession is the same as the one 
he made two weeks ago, and beyond 
giving a few additional details, tells 
nothing new. In it he still insists that 
he paid Wylie and Fannie Bryant $200 
to kill them, and did not harm them 
himself. He says Mrs. Hawes and 
Irene were given liquor until they 
were insensible, then taken to the lake

A GOOD BANK ROBBER, 


He’s Good Because He’s Denad—The Daring 
Robbery of the Hicks & Gebhardt Bank 
at Valley Falls, Kas.—The Robber Cor- 
ruled in a Hotel at Meriden and Shot 
Dead While Attempting to Draw His 
Weapons. 

VALLEY Fatrs, Kas., March 3.—A 
masked man entered the Hicks & Geb- 
hardt Bank about five o’clock Saturday 
afternoon, held up the cashier with two 
revolvers and robbed the bank of $4,000. 
He was dressed like a farmer and had 
his face bound up in flannel. Before 
the cashier had handed him his money 
he asked permission to go behind the 
raling where there was a stove, as he 
had a severe toothache, and thought the 
heat might mitigate it. The cashier 
granted the request, and the stranger 
passed behind the railing. Once there, 
he took from his pocket a revolver, and, 
covering the cashier with it, directed 
him to leave the building. The cashiér 
left. The robber then locked the door, 
secured the booty and escaped, though 
closely pursued by citizens to whom the 
cashier had given the alarm. 


MERIDEN, Kas., March 3.—A man an- 
swering the description of the robber 
who stole $4,000 from the Hicks & Geb- 
hardt Bank at Valley Falls, Kas., yes- 
terday, registered at a hotel here last 
night. Police Officers Smith and Sum- 
merfield, who had been notified of the 
arrival of the stranger, armed them- 
selves with Winchester rifles, and at 
midnight went to the hotel, where they 
requested that the stranger be called. 
When the stranger descended to the 
office he was confronted with the police 
officers with rifles pointed squarely at 
his breast. He never quivered, but 
looked inquiringly around. ‘Throw up 
your hands,” Officer Smith commanded. 
The stranger seemed to realize his sit- 
uation then, but instead of obeying the 
command, he thrust a hand in either 
side pocket of his overcoat to draw the 
revolvers which only a few hours before 
had intimidated Cashier Cohn of the 
Valley Falls Bank. 

As the stranger made the motion 
towards his weapons both Winchesters 
were discharged instantly at his breast. 
The stranger fell dead with one bullet 
through his heart and another through 
the right lung. 

In the stranger’s boots were found two 
packages of greenbacks of $500 each. 
The rest of the money was found dis- 
tributed among his various pockets.

THE CZAR’S MISTAKE. 


The Russian Autocrat's Call on Bulgaria 
Met in a Manner Least Expected, and 
the Czar is, in Consequence, Somewhat 
Disconcerted—The Coveted Excuse for 
Invasion is Now Lacking. 


Lonpon, March 3.—The Russian Gov- 
3rnment now recognizes its mistake in 
a demand for indemnity upon Bulgaria 
in reply to the request of that princi- 
pality for recognition of its indepen- 
dence. This is one of the swords which 
Russia has held over Bulgaria since the 
empire’s troops were dominant in Bul- 
garia, ostensibly engaged in restoring 
order, but really intending to remain 
there permanently if the slightest pre- 
text could be found for such action. It 
was, of course, presumed that Bulgaria 
was unable to pay even a portion of the 
sum demanded, hence the rather per- 
emptory tone of Russia’s requisition. 
To the astonishment of the Czar’s Gov- 
ernment however, Bulgaria has inti- 
mated her perfect willingness to pay, 
much to Russia’s disgust and to the dis- 
appointment and regret of the many 
Russian agents whose recent machina- 
tions in the Balkan States have all 
been in the direction of precipitating a 
Russian invasion of Bulgaria as the re- 
sult of her failure to comply with Rus- 
sia’s demands.

THE BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 
rs ‘> 
The Canadian Seal Poachers Becoming 
Alarmed Over the Alleged Terms of the 
Settlement of the Behring Sea Matter 
Between the United States and Great 
Poem relate ahead Times Expected the 
Co g¢ Summer. ' 
OrTawa, Ont., March 4.—The persis- 
t nt uniformity of the reports from 
Vashington and Ottawa respecting the 
bi sis of settlement adopted in the Beh- 
ri ig Sea question have begun to impress 
people here with aconviction that these 
reiterated statements are substantially 
trve. Our citizens whose capital or in- 
dustry is invested in the fur seal fishery 
are naturally uneasy under the prospect 
of an early curtailment of their meang 
of income or livelihood. The projected 
close season for, fur seals must neces- 
sarily cover the very period of each 
year during which the fishery can most 
profitably and naturally be prosecuted, 
and if the impending treaty is to take 
the form indicated in the public prints 
of Canada and the United States, it is 
hard to foresee how any lawful fishery 
of seals in Behring Sea is to be carried 
on by others than the lessee of the 
American and Russian seal islands after 
the treaty shall have gone into opera- 
tion. Thisisa serious matter for the 
small capitalists and hardy hunters, who 
have heretofore shared with the rich 
lessees in the profits of seal catching. 
With regard to the approaching sea- 
son they have not much anxiety, as they 
do not expect it to be found practicable 
to put the contemplated preventive 
measures in cperation in time to inter- 
fere with this year’s catch, and they 
look for an unusually good market for 
their takings by reason of the reduction 
of the number of seals to be killed this 
year at the Pribylov Islands to 60,000, 
which will leave a deficiency of 40,000 
skins in the customary supply, and so 
create a lively demand for ‘‘poached”’ 
skins at an enhanced price. 
This demand our seal-hunters pro- 
pose to meet, so far as they can, in part 
compensation for their anticipated pri- 
vation. It is therefore likely that there 
will be lively times in Behring Sea next 
summer, and Secretary Windom’s rev- 
enue cutters will have to be ubiquitous 
if they are going to interfere seriously 
with the grand final act of spoliation of 
the seal. There are some who question 
whether the Government of the United 
States will presume to enforce further 
assumptions of exclusive proprietorship 
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nounce its pretensions in that direction: 
Certain it is that our sealing owners 
and hunters will have some very un- 
pleasant things to say aloud of the Cab- 
inet at Ottawa and the British Legation 
at Washington if they do not take care 
that the detested revenue cutters are 
hauled off while the new international 
arrangement is being set on its feet. 
It seems reasonable to presume that all 
these matters of detail will receive dug 
and timely attention and be settled be- 
tween Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote in connection with the 
larger and permanent arrangement, for 
it could not profit the United States to 
go on capturing vessels and catches for 
which they would have to pay in dam- 
ages shortly afterward. 





WHAT NEXT? 


English Syndicates, Not Contént with 
Getting Control of Leading American 
Business and Industrial Interests, Want 
to Get Control of the World’s Fair for 
the Money There’s in It. 

CuicaGo, March 3.—The News this 
morning says: Strange as the proposi- 
tion may seem rumor has it that an En- 
glish or European syndicate has in view 
the obtaining of the control of tho 
World's Fair for the profit there may be 
in it. Baron Edouard Rothschild is 
said to be in this country to make 
@ preliminary survey of the ground. 
This young man is the son of the 
head of the gredt banking firm that 
controls the financial destiny of all 
Europe. He was in New York last 
week consulting with the capitalists of 
that metropolis. English money and 
manners control New York, and it is 
doubtless a matter of sincere regret to 
the Baron and his people that that city 
did not get the World’s Fair. It was 
with the presumption that New York 
would get the Fair that the scion of the 
house of Rothschild sailed from Eng- 
land, and on this presumption the 
syndicate had reckoned for success. 
Though the difficulty of obtaining con- 
trol of the Fair has been immensely in- 
creased by locating it at Chicago, the 
Baron has not given.up the alleged pur- 
‘pose of his visit, and will try the effect 
of his powers of negotiation on tre peo- 
ple of the Western metropolis. 








A TERRIBLE WRECK. 


Three Lives Lost in a Wreck Caused by 
the Explosion of an Oil Rank—Havoc 
Created by the Burning Qil to Track 
and Rolling Stock. 

MASsSILLON, O., March 3.—An oil tank 
on the third section of Fort Wayne 
train 93 exploded early this morning at 
Lakeville, west of here. The train 
stopped and the fourth section, follow 
ing close behind, crashed into it, caus- 
ing a terrible wreck, which took fire 
and burned. Engineer John Cowan, 
Fireman Harvey Galehouse and Brake- 
man Miller, of the fourth section, were 
killed, and Galehouse’s body can not be 
found. It is feared that he wascremated 
in the ruins. Eighteen cars saturated 
with oil were burned, and the heat was 
so great that the engine bell was melted, 
while the ties for 1,500 feet were con- 
sumed and the track twisted out of 
shape. Cowan and Miller were married 
and lived at Alliance.

THE AFRICAN RACE PROBLEM. 








The serious problem that confronts the 
people of America at the present time is 
involved in the question, ‘‘What shall be 
done with the enfranchised African race?” 
The problem has reached the halls of our 
National Congress, and Senator Morgan 
in a recent speech boldly advocated asa 
remedy for pending evils, the proposi- 
tions for voluntary emigration of the col- 
ored people. This proposition had pre- 
viously been introduced by the present 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Windom, 
when he was a member of the Senate, so 
that it cannot be said to be a Democratic 
measure purely. Mr. Morgan said: 


“Tt was undeniable that the aversion 
between the two races had greatly in- 
creased since slavery was abolished; and 
it would increase so long as a large por- 
tion of the population was of the African 
race. Experience would not permit the 
statement that such feeling of aversion 
existed only in the South. It was not so 
intense in the South as it was in the 
North. It was not so strong between the 
negro and his former master as it was be- 
tween the ne and those who never 
owned slaves. Separation of the races 
was the only a5 3 that would extinguish 
race aversions. Africa (which was 

repared for the negro as certainly as the 

arden of Eden was prepared for Adam 
and Eve), the negro could grow up to the 
full measure of his destiny. Inthe Congo 
basin were found the best types of the 
African race, and the American negro 
would find there a field for his efforts. 
There were grand possibilities there for 
the American negroes if they were so 
kind to their brethren in Africa as the 
people of this country had been to them.” 


In summing up his speech, Mr. Morgan 
pointed out the fact that negroes had no 
chance to rise in this country. There 
were no negro bank Presidents; no negro 
railroad Presidents; no negro Presidents 
of manufacturing, commercial, mining or 
navigation companies; no negro cashiers 
or tellers in banks; no negro engineers, or 
conductors on railways; no negro State or 
Federal Judge; no negro Governor of a 
State or Territory; no negroin any North- 
ern Legislature; no negro representative 
in either House of Congress from any 
Northern State. 

The negro’s entire field of endeavor 
was limited to political exploits. This! 
field was occupied with little benefit to! 
himself, and with great injury to others. 
Political influence would never lift 


the megro race in this country 
above its present level. On _ the 
contrary, the friction and _ collision

CAKES FOR HOME TEAS. 








Receipts Which Will Be Appreciated wy 
Every Housekeeper. 

There are many delicious hot cakes 
which are eaten with butter that are 
especially welcome on the home tabie 
on cold or damp nights. Wafiles, old- 
fashioned rice pan-cakes and sally-lunns 
are regular features of the Southern tea- 
tables. : Any one who has eaten the ex- 
cellent German apple and peach cakes 
will find them especially delicious and 
suitable for the supper table. To make 
a good rice cake, take acyp of boiled 
rice, add to it two cups of milk, moisten- 
ing the rice by degrees. When all the 
milk is added stir in half acupof melt- 
ed. butter. Sift over the mixture two 
cups of flour, mixed with two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder; add two well- 
beaten eggs, a teaspoonful of salt and 
beat the batter thoroughly. Bake these 
cakes on a griddle. If they are too 
thick thin them with more milk. They 
should be quite thin. Sprinkle them 
with ‘powdered sugar, squeeze lemon 
juice over them, roll each of them into 
close rolJs and serve very hot. <A pleas- 
ant thin tea cake is made with halfa 
cup of butter, beaten to a cream, 
one egg well beaten and added to the 
butter and finally acup of milk, with 
half a teaspoonful of soda dissolved 
in it and twocups of flour, in whicha 
teaspoonful of cream tartar has been 
stirred. Beat this cake vigorously and 


| bake it in sheets in shallow pans. ~ This 


cake should be cut out in squares and 
served very hot on the tea table, where 
it should be split and buttered. A peach 
kuchen or cake is a simple biscuit dough 
made with a pint of warm milk in which 
a half-cup of butter has been melted, 
and flour enough added to make a batter 
as stiff as can be stirred. Add a half- 
teacup of yeast and a teaspoonful of salt 
and one of sugar to the batter before 
beating and beat until it is well blister- 
ed. Let this dough rise for twelve 
hours, or till itis very light, and then 
knead it for half an hour, using as little 
flour as possible. Set the dough to rise 
again, and in three or four hours roll 
out pieces in sheets the size of your 
shallow baking pans and about haifan 
inch thick, and slice good preserved, 
canned or fresh peaches in thin regular 
slices over them. If fresh peaches are 
used, sprinkle them with sugar. Let 
the cakes rise for half an hour, well 
covered up, and bake them ina moder- 
ately quick oven. These cakes are de- 
licious hot or cold, and are served like 
a tart or pie by good German house- 
wives.—N. Y. Tribune.
